Workmen's Compensation Act — Extraterritorial Operation. — The de- 
ceased was employed in a mine whose main entrance and offices were 
in West Virginia. The mine extended into Maryland, and while work- 
ing in that part, the deceased was killed. The West Virginia Work- 
men's Compensation Act contained no provision as to injuries sustained 
outside of the state. The deceased's widow sued for compensation un- 
der the act. Held, the act is applicable. Gooding v. Ott (W. Va.), 81 S. 
E. 862. See Notes, p. 552. 

Workmen's Compensation Act — Extraterritorial Operation. — The 
plaintiff, a citizen of New York, was employed by the defendant, a New 
York corporation, under a contract made in New York. The plaintiff 
was sent to New Jersey to do certain work there, and was injured while 
engaged in its performance. The New York Workmen's Compensation 
Act contained no provision as to injuries sustained outside of the state. 
The plaintiff instituted proceedings for compensation under the act. 
Held, the act is applicable. Post v: Burger & Gohlke (N. Y.), Ill N. E.
